MOSCOW (CPI) — Vice President Richard M. Nixon 
and Premier Nikita Khrushchev clashed headon today 
in a heated informal debate climaxed by Khrushchev’s 
charge that Nixon was trying to threaten him.

They pulled no punches in a sharp-toned exchange 
that did away completely with diplomatic niceties. Their 
topics ranged from U .S. military Jiases to “captive na­ 
tions” and the relative superiority of U. S. and Russian 
nuclear arsenals. 
In one of the more hitter exchanges, Khrushchev 
warned that “we have means at our disposal which can 
have very bad consequences” — an apparent reference 
to Russia's nuclear weapons. 
“We have, too,” Nixon retorted. 
“But ours are better,” Khrushchev shot back belli­ 
gerently. 
The debate was marked by accusations about the 
origins of the cold war and responsibility for tho tense 
international situation. 
A short time earlier, in their face-to-face meeting
